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PROJECT BACKGROUND

The Appalachian Regional Commission (ARC) has played a key role in helping the people of
Appalachia build a better future. The organization encourages job creation and interconnectivity,
fostering business and community growth and linking the Appalachian Region to national and
international markets. An important strategy for economic development and employment success is the
promotion of export trade opportunities in the Appalachian Region. ARC, on behalf of 10 Appalachian
states, recently acquired the Port Import/Export Reporting Service (PIERS) data, which is aggregated
waterborne trade data from bills of lading for 88 ports within the United States. The data was acquired to
assist Appalachia’s leaders and citizens in analyzing the capacity, capability, and resources they need to
build and strengthen their local economies through trade. ARC used this data to develop the
Appalachian Regional Transportation and Export Data System (ARTEDS) in partnership with the Rahall
Transportation Institute (RTI). Through this program, ARC and RTI hope to improve data gathering

processes and increase the functional capabilities of the members of ARC.

PROJECT OBJECTIVE

The objective of this project was to develop the Appalachian Regional Transportation and Export Data
System (ARTEDS). The system provides a tool which allows the ARC Export Trade Advisory Council
(ETAC) members to access PIERS Data. The system is integrated to incorporate other applicable

datasets within the existing ADHS GIS system.

PROJECT OVERVIEW

The project was divided into six tasks. The first task was an assessment of the requirements and needs
of the system. This involved analyzing user needs, developing user requirements, developing a detailed
functional requirements specification, and identifying the external systems that needed to be integrated.
The researchers then analyzed the project goals and determined the functions and operations that
required further development. They reviewed and discussed their findings with ARC staff and user
representatives.

The second task required an analysis of PIERS data and the development of a new rational
database. The researchers analyzed PIERS data tables, relationships, and web portal reports to
understand how information was accessed, observe the quantity and quality of the data, and document

their findings. After this analysis, a relational database was designed and created to import and convert



PIERS data. The possibility of integrating other transportation datasets, such as intermodal facilities and
freight movements, was also explored.

Task three involved the geocoding of import and export companies in the Appalachian Region.
This was done by using street addresses, zip codes, and other identifiers with available GIS software and
web services. The researchers evaluated failed geocode data to ensure that the information was
accurate. A quality assurance/quality control process was then initiated with the location data.
In Task Four, the system functions and operations were designed. The researchers transformed detailed
requirements into a complete system design document. Design elements for each requirement were
produced, and then the system design was reviewed by and discussed with the ARC staff and user
representatives.

The final task was to develop and test the system. When the testing was completed, the
researchers gathered stakeholder feedback and finalized the system. After deployment, the team
developed ARTEDS training program, constructed a manual, and conducted trainings for ETAC

members and other users. The manual is attached to this report.

CONCLUSION

ARC and RTI have been collaborating on ADHS GIS projects for several years and have accomplished
many successes. The projects were recognized as good examples of regional data management and
integration. Furthering this collaboration, the ARTEDS project has developed an interactive web-based
GIS mapping application for ETAC members and their staff. The system provides users comprehensive
freight transportation and trade data through a user-friendly interface. Users can gather information from
the system in order to expand export opportunities and increase economic and employment success in
the Appalachian Region. In addition, the system is flexible and can easily integrate other applications
and datasets identified by users. ARC and RTI are planning to incorporate these findings into the

system.

The system is easy to learn and use, offering basic map rendering with no training in
data analysis required. ARTEDS will be a great fit for people seeking a simple way to visually
display a collection of information on the Appalachian Development Highway Cost to Complete

Estimate.
